Any good 
separator will IcnVe less than five one- 
hundredths of 1 |icr cent o{ butter fat 
f In the sklmmllk and thus will effect 
a saving of from $4.50 to $8 i»er month 
per cow over the old fashioued gravity 
syatems of creaming. In addhlon to 
this It Is well to hear In mind that 
with a hand separator a richer and 
lietter cream can be skimmed and that 
the sklmmllk can by this system In 
fed immediately while Mill in a warm, 
sweet condition.—J. H. Frambutn, Ida¬ 
ho Experiment Station.
